DECLARATION OF ADDITIONAL PURPOSES 
Sec* B. Section B of the Board for International 
Broadcasting Act of n73 (BB U.S-C. B671) is amended - 

(1) by inserting "(a)" immediately after "Sec* B*"i and 
(B) by adding at the end of the section the following: 

"(b) The Congress further finds and declares — 

"(1) thati consonant with the policy set out in subsections 
(a)(l) and (B)i radid broadcasting to Cuba may be effectivG in
